Claims 1-35 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-{3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a bonded 
abrasive tool comprising three-dimensional composite with a minimum of 20.32 m/s burst speed having a second phase consisting of 
38-54 vol % porosity (clauns 1-14, 28-31) and/or haviiig an elastic modulus of at least 10% lower than a conventional tool as defined 
per specification (claims 15-27 and 32-35).
